| Tt is eertain that Great Britain will second 


Russia and Japan — 
Step Fighting. 


[BY CABL® TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 

LONDON, Sept. 27, 3 a. m—Burope will 
accept President Roosevelt's call for a sec- 
oud peace conference at The Hague, but 
something stronger than a hint already has 
been thrown out by the foreign offices 
in London, Berlin, and Paris that the 
conference, to insure the best results, should 
be delayed until after the war between Rus- 
sia and Japan is ended . 

It is pointed out that neither Russia nor 
Japan could hardly join in the proposed con- 
ference, while they were at war, as both 
would refuse to bind themselves to any act 
that might restrict their naval! or military 
operations. 


Accepted in Advance. 

Great Britain and Germany already have 
indirectly accepted the president's invita- 
tion in advance of its receipt by statements 
by men high im the foreign offices. In both 
capitals, as in Paris, the intimation is given 
that the conference should wait on the con- 
clusion of peace in the far east. It is believed 
that this intimation will have the effect de- 
sired at Washington. 

It is unofficially stated in a cablegram 
from the American capital that while Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was at first disposed to issue 
the call for the conference at once, he has 
decided to consult with the governments of 
Europe as to the date. If this is true there 
can be no doubt of the success of the con- 
ference. 


Success of Conference Certain. 


the call for a peace conference and that Ger- 
many will do likewise. France and Italy 
both have arbitration treaties with England, 
and would largely be influenced by England's 
acceptance. But France is so powerful a 
friend of the United States that her accept- 
ance of the invitation goes almost without 
the saying. 

With the great powers in line with the 
United States the acceptance of the invita- 
tion by the smaller nations of Europe is a 
foregone conclusion. 

Approved in Berlin. | | 
BERLIN, Sept. 26.—-The German foreign 
office approves President Roosevelt's pro-. 
the nations of the world whose work siiould 
be supplemental to that of The Hague ar- 
bitration conference, providing thepresi- 
dent’s propositions are confined to practical, 
tangible measures without attempting any- 
thing Uke general disarmament or an adjudi- 
eation of difficulties which touch the sover- 
eignty and honor of states, as would be in- 
volved in any scheme of compulsory arbi- 

tration. 

The foreign office emphasizes the fact that 
Germany regards The Hague arbitration 
court as an institution capable of further de- 
velopment along practical lines. 

Among the foreign embassies here the idea 
of an international peace conference during 
the Russo-Japanese war would be cons:id- 
ered inopportune by Russia, as questions 
now under controversy between Russia and 
several of the neutral powers would most 
likely come before it. ; 

The necessity for a conference after the 
war to define contraband and the extent 
‘to which neutrals mifiy assist belligerents 
by the sale of ships and munitions is fully 
recognized. 

President to Move Cautiously. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.—President 
Roosevelt will move cautiously in asking the 
nations of the world to send delegates to a 
second peace conference at The Hague. 
Quite naturally, the question arises as to 
how soon the president might call the con- 
| ference. It can be stated that, while he will 
not await the conclusion of peace between 
Japan and Russia, it is his present intention 
in about six weeks to bring the matter to the 
attention of the nations of the world with 
a view to ascertaining their desires as to 
the time for holding the second conference. 

As soon thereafter as the replies received 
shall warrant the president will issue his 
formal call for the conference, which prob- 
ably will be early in the coming year. 

Praise for President Roosevelt. 

New York, Sept. 26.—(Special.]—The dele- 
gates to the interparllamentary union, the 
delegation of French laboring men who are. 
about to make a tour of the United States, 
and members of the National Civic federa- 
tion’ were given a reception at the Hotel 
Astor today. 

The Hon. Thomas Lough, member of the 
British parliament, in behalf of the repre- 
sentatives of the foreign countries present, 
proposed the health of the president of the 
United States. 

“I take great pleasure in thie privilege,” 
said Mr. Lough, “for we who are visitors 
here regard your president as the ruler of 
one of the mightiest powers on earth, who 
has taken a more distinct step in the interests 
of peace than that which has been taken by 
any other ruler. He not only is a great ruler 
himself, but a worthy representative of a 
great line of rulers who have done so much 
for the liberties of mankind.” 

Mr. Lough’s tribute to the president re- 
ceived hearty applause, but his repeated 
reference to him as a “ruler” provoked 
smiles. 

_ “Better than Chicago.” 

Speaking for the interparliamentary dele- 
gates, Congressman Barthold: said that in 
their trip of three weeks they had been enter- 
tained in a way hardly anticipated. 

“On this occasion,” he added, “I feel I 
should express my appreciation of, the fact 
that the great city of New York does things 
differently from Chicago and does them bet- 
ter.””

Why He Was Arrested. 


Mr. Gurney was arrested by Deputy Sheriff 
D. A. Noble of Stockbridge, who claimed that

When arraigned this morning Gurney was 
accompanied by two other members of the 
embassy. He refused to plead to the com- 
plaint on the ground that he was a British 
subject and a member of the British em- 


bassy.

State Department Acts Promptly. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.—[Special.]— 
The state department telegraphed Gov. 
Bates of Massachusetts tonight suggesting 
the necessity of taking prompt steps to se- 
cure the ‘diplomatic immunity” of the 
secretary of the British embassy. 

It is stated at the department that the 
matter may be far more serious than the

vants. 


Section 4,063 of the revised statutes de-

rest and imprisonment of any public min- 
ister or his servant, shall be void. 


_ Judge Faces Prison Cell. 

The succeeding section, 4,064 revised stat- 
utes, provides that every person by whom 
any such protest is obtained, or prosecuted, 
whether as party or attorney, and every offi- 
cer concerned in its execution, “ shal] be 
deemed a violator of the law of nations and. 
a disturber of the public repose, and shal! 
be imprisoned for not more than three years, 
and fined at the discrétion of the court.”’ 

The last important precedent occurred in 
1802, when Dr. Georg, an attaché of the 
Swi s legation in Washington. was arrested 
on the charge of being a pickpocket. :

LONDON, Sept. 27, 3 a. m.--The Japaness 
are slowly fighting their way to the east- 
ward of Mukden, but their plans are so great 
and so much territory is to be covered that 
the advance will not be perceptible, perhaps, 
for a couple of weeks. » ‘ 

The outpost fighting is severe, and Kouro- 
patkin’s rear guard is contesting every foot 
ef the advance. 

Kuroki's army is attempting the amazing 
feat of a flank movement 100 miles to the 


eastward of Mukdea. 


The Japanese have placed another army In 
the field since the battle of Liaoyang. Its 
strength is not known, but is believed to 
consist of nearly 100,000 men. ; 

Reinforcements are constantly arriving 
from Newchang and from Fengwangcheng. 

A fifth army of 100,000 men is said to be 


forming in Japan. 
One Plan That Failed. . 
Times’ St. Petersburg correspondent 

says that an important part of Russia's plan 
of campaign was to send Gen. Linevitch 
from Viadivosteok into Corea and thus get 
between the Japanese northern army and 
the besiegers of Port Arthur; just as Gem 
Sherman got behind the confederates by his 
march from Atlanta to the sea. He quotes 
an article from the Moscow Viedomosti show- 
ing that Gen. Linevitch’s expedition was &@ 
complete failure, owing to the Japanese get- 
‘ting command of the sea, whence they would 
have been able to attack Gen. Linevitch’s 
rear. Thus the plan had to be abandoned. 

The Times remarks that this is almost the 
first allusion in the Russian presse to the 
Japanese command of the sea. 


Photographs of Port Arthur. 

A dispatch to the Daily Mail from Chefoo 
says that photographs taken at Port Arthur 
on Sept. 14 and sent to Chefoo to be devel- 
oped show that the stacks of coal which 
were at Tiger’s Tail at the beginning of the 
war are still there, and that many houses 
in town have not been damaged by the Jap- 
anese bombardment. 


LOSSES AT PORT ARTHUR.

Warning has been issued regarding the 
source of this news, which is considered 
dubious and needs confirmation. 

Admiral Wiren is stated to be meditating 
an attempt to escape from Port Arthur with 
his fleet, owing to the activity of the Japa- 
nese fire. 

Much astonishment is expressed at the ap- 
pointment of Gen. Grippenberg, as Gen. 
Kaulbars had been mentioned for the com- 
mand of the second army in Manchuria. 

Military circles have received confirma- 
tion of the news that Kouropatkin will re- 
fuse to accept a general battle with the Japa- 
nese until he has completely concentrated ~ 
the second army, although neturally every 
strong position, such as the Hun river and 
the various passes and hills around Mukden, 
will be held stubbornly, with the sole’object 
of causing the utmost delay and loss to the 
enemy and then withdrawing. 

The second army is not expected to reach 
the front for a couple of montha, 


OUTPOST FIGHTING DAILY. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 26.—A dispatch 
has been received from Gen. Kouropatkin 
announcing that the Japanese are preparing 
an extensive turning movement east of Muk- 
den. A large force is advancing from Liae- 
yang by way of Taiche to Sianchan. 

Skirmishes have occurred in the valley of 
the Hun river and at Inpu, between Bentsia- 
putze and the railroad. There were many 
casualties at Inpu. 

Jap Advance Guard 

Gen. Sakharoff, in a dispatch dated yesterm 
day, telegraphs that the Japanese advance 
guard during the last few days attempted 
to occupy Kaoutou pass, commanding the 
road to Fushun, but were repulsed by a de- 
tachment of the Russian advance guard. 

On the south front all is quiet, though shots 
are exchanged daily and skirmishes occur 
between the advance posts. 


Japs Wait for Troops. :

Kuroki’s Pian Disclosed. :

This of itself is surpris- 
ing, to think that in this old time, well set- 
tled, thrifty New England state, which seems 
to offer few advantages to the newcomer, 


one in every four of the men, women, and | 


children are born abroad, and a still larger 
percentage, of course, are of foreign parent- 


age. 
British Born in Large Numbers.

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_ POSTOFFICE FRAUDS. 

The boodling in the postoffice department 
which was laid bare last winter did not orig- 
inate under the administration which ex- 
posed it and is prosecuting the guilty officials 
and their partners in crime. It began more 

; than ten years ago, when some naturally dis- 
~~ “honest men got places in the department. 
As their opportunities for thievery increased 
they utilized them, and did so with greater 
boldness because they had friends in con- 
> “gress—men belonging to both parties—. 
whom they looked to for protection if at- 

tacked. 

Under an old and vicious system con- 
gressmen are continually going to the post- 
office department with requests which are 
eceasionally legitimate and disinterested, 
_ but which are usually made to further the 


who wanted rural free delivery routes estab- 
lished to please their constituents went to 
Machen, the superintendent of free delivery. 
Those who wished to get salary increases 
fer postmasters or clerks in whom they 
were interested went to Beavers, the super- 
intendent of the division of salaries and al- 

low ances. 
These men were always willing to oblige 
@ congressman, even when he made an im- 
proper request. They often broke the law 
for his benefit, and he knew it. He was 
_ ready to wink at the rumored thieveries of 
men who were ready to accommodate him. 
So it was only natura! that the congressional 
investigations of alleged corruption in the 
postoffice department amounted to nothing. 
Probably the exposure'might have been 
'* long delayed if a Washington newspaper 
> fad not printed grave charges. Then, for 
the first time, President Roosevelt had rea- 
son to suspect corruption in the department. 
He ordered an investigation, and put the 
matter in the hands of Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster General Bristow, a man who, if 

anything was amiss, would ferret it ont. 

As soon as it was known that Bristow was 
on the trail of the boodlers great pressure 
was brought to bear on the president to in- 
duce him to let the matter drop. He was 
told an exposure would harm, and might 
ruin, the party. That had no effect on him. 
The investigation touched an old political 

; frierid of the president, the head of a power- 
: ful secret society, which would be humiliated 
by his indictment. The prominent repub- 
licans of New York begged for mercy for 
that man, but the president was inexorable. 
Congressmen raged against Bristow, but 
the president stood by him. ; 
The rascality in the postoffice department 
has been fully exposed and “the rascals 
have been turned ont.”” Some of them are 
now on the way.to the penitentiary. Noth- 
ing could save them after a president who 
abhors dishonesty hed learned the kind of 

men they were. 
President Roosevelt should not be cen- 
; sured because his administration inherited 
pt officials from its predecessors. He 
: nd not ask for praise because he stood 
unmoved by all the influence brought to 
bear in their behalf. He ordered their pros- 
ecution when he learned of their guilt. He 

only did his duty—as usual. 


BLECTRICITY VERSUS STEAM. 
mae Warren S. Stone, chief of the Brotherhood 
Locomotive Engineers, naturally is inter- 
ested in the possible substitution of elec- 
tricity for steam in long distance railroad- 
ing. One cannot tell in advance whether the 
status of the electrical engineer would be 
_ the same as that of the steam engineer. It 
© ts evident that the man who is in charge 
" of a fast, heavy electric train must be as 
well equipped in some respects as the loco- 
, motive engineer. He must have the same 
clear head and quick judgment. He must 
be able to concentrate his attention for long 
hours on his epecia] work. He must know 
how to meet an emergency. He must have 
sufficient mechanical training to understand 
the machine he handles. His qualifications 
must be considerably above those of the ordi- 
mary motorman, But it is quite possible 
_.., That it will not take the average man so long 
*-" *to learn to run an electric train sa 
| as it does to run a steam train. If so, the 
demand for competent engineers wil) be 
more easily met than it is now. 

Ohief Stone believes that suburban rail- 
road trains will be moved by electricity soon. 
Chicagoans wish that power were in use here 

mow. It would make travel on the trains 
pleasanter and wonld reduce the volume of 
railroad smoke. But when it comes to long 
Gistance trains, Mr. Stone sees two difficul- 
ties. They are not insuperable, but it may 
take some time to overcome them.

“Phe receipts of the United States treas- 
ury are increasing. The revenues from cus- 
toms for the first three weeks of September 
fell below those of the corresponding weeks 
in 1008, but there was a gain in the internal 
revenue collections. The swelling revenues 
come from increased consumption, which is 
due to a revival in business activity. 

Further evidence of that revival is to be 
found in the fact that the gross earnings of 
railroads reporting for the first week of! 
the month show a gain of 5 per cent com-! 
pared with last year. Forty-four roads re- 
porting for the second week show a gain 
of 6 per cent. Both eastern and western 
roads report an increasing tonnage in nearly 
all classes of freight and especially of coal, 
iron, and grain. 

The commercial agencies agree that trade 
is growing as the crops are being harvested. 
They agree also that mercantile collections 
are better. The fall trade is said to give 
promise of being larger than a year ago in 
dry goods, clothing, groceries, shoes, and 
hardware. As might be expected, the gain 
in volume of trade is most marked in the 
south and west, whither money is flowing 
now to move the crops. a 

There is a more active demand for pig 
iron, but not for steel or steel products, al- 
though the billet association announced 
early last week a cut in the prices of billets 
and bars. ‘This may be taken as indicating 
that consumers believe pig iron has reached 
a bottom figure, while steel is not so low as 
they think it will be or ought to be. 

The cotton market is stronger. The stock 
of mianufactured goods is low, and consum- 
ers appear to be willing to pay slightly 
higher prices. The Fall River mills which 
were closed two months ago are still closed. 
The operatives say they will not accept the 
12% per cent® reduction, and the employers 
say itis that or nothing. But as the market 
improves the spectacle of idle mills may 
have a softening influence on their owners. 

A report received from Consul General 
Mason at Berlin shows that there is to be an 
active European demand for all, the food- 
stuffs this country can part with. There 
has been this year a destructive drought in 
large portions of Russia, Austria, Germany, 
and France. It has been so bad in the last 
named country that the duty on American 
wheat is to be lowered. In Germany there 
has been a falling off from the yield of last 
year in most cereals. There has been a poor 
fruit crop, and as the pastures have been 
dried up dairying has suffered, and milk, 
cheese, and butter are dearer. There will 
be an increased European demand for corn, 
wheat, and rye, fresh and preserved fruits, 
dried and salted fish, and meats. 

While this state of things will swell the 
exports of agricultural products, it will not 
help the manufacturers. The countries 

hich are compelled by seanty harvests to 
buy more American foodstuffs necessarily 
will be less liberal buyers of American man-_ 
ufactures. 


A HERO OF SCIENCE DEAD. . 

Dr. Niels R. Pinsen, who has just died at 
Copenhagen, deserves to rank among the 
great heroes, as well as among the great 
benefactors of modern times. 

The healing power of light had been recog- 
nized, in a general way, by the medical 
profession long before his time, but little 
practical use had been made of it. When 
Dr. Finsen was a young student in Copen- 
hagen university he began a series of inves- 
tigations to discover to what properties of 
light its curative influence was owing. He- 
was naturally of frail constitution, and ex- 
cessivg exertion broke down his health. 
Nevertheless, with indomitable persever- 
ance he continued his work in the cold, 
humid climate of Copenhagen. His ef- 
forts were at last rewarded with the Im- 
portant discovery that part of the rays of 
the sun’s spectrum destroy bacteria, while 
others possess the healing nature which 
physicians had long ascribed to the ray of 
light as a whole. 

The first successful test of Dr. Finse.’s 
important theory was made at Copenhagen 
in 1894, when he cured many cases of small- 
pox, and even saved the patients from be- 
ing scarred, merely by hanging red cur- 
tains at the windows of the sick room. He 
later found a way to conceftrate rays of 
the ordinary electric light so as to cure long 
standing cases of the dreaded lupus or tuber- 
culosis of the face. . 

If Dr. Finsen had chosen to keep his plan 
of curing lupus a secret and to employ it 
only .in his private practice he could have 
made a fortune out of it, and it would have 
been deemed professionally ethical for him 
to do so. But, inspired by the same gener- 
osity and desire to relieve suffering hu- 
manity which prompted him to continue his 
investigations at the cost of his health, he 
made his method public. The Finsen 
rays are today used for curing lupus and 
other serious and disfiguring skin diseases in 
every civilized country. 

Dr. Finsen was but 43 years old. Over 
work cut short his life. He was a true 
martyr in the cause of humanity. Mapn- 
kind loses more by his early death than it 
would by the passing of many statesmen’ 
and soldiers who strut much more con- 
spicuously upon the stage of the world. 


ANOTHER PEACE CONFERENCE. 

President Roosevelt will call upon the na- 
tions to send delegates to a second interna- 
tional conference similar to that of The 
Hague in 1899. Whether or not the ma- 
jority of people believe it is possible en- 
tirely to abolish war by means of arbitra- 
tion, they will favor the proposal of 
another international conference in order 
to settle the questions which the conference 
in 1890 left unfinished. 

The Hague conference was called in the 
hope that some means might be found to re- 
duce the heavy armaments of Buropean 
‘countries, That hope was not fulfilled, for 
no practical plan was adopted for the reduc- 
tion of the European armies. 

While this country is only remotely inter- 
ested in the question of disarmament it is 
greatly interested in other matters of equal 
importance which were left unsettled by 
the conference of 1899. One of these is the 
exemption of maritime commerce from 
seizure during war. Another question is the 
proposal to regulate the bombardment of 
ports, towns, and villages by a naval force. 
These are practical questions. The single 
one of the inviolability of private property 
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war has shown a wide divergence of opinion 
among some of the leading powers on the 
question of contraband. . If the conference 
ean harmonize views on that point it will 
have removed the cause of much loss to pri- 
vate property anda source of irritation liable 
at any.moment to embroil neutrals in war 
with belligerents. 


contemplates a step toward universal peace 
which The Hague congress did not take. 
This.is the general adoption of treaties of 
arbitration. While this would not eliminate 
war entirely it would eliminate many causes 
of war. There will be at times a clash be- 
tween nations, due to frreconcilable differ- 
ences of self-interest, Still, it is possible 
reduce the number of wars by a better under- 
standing among nations. 

The suggestion that a congress of nations 
meet periodically to discuss international 


will also make for peace. 

It is to be hoped that when the president 
invites the nations to reassemble at The 
Hague they will respond cordially and that 
the conference will bear good fruit.

Chicago, Sept. 26.—[ Editor of the Tribune, } 
—If ever men serving in a public capacity, 
with or without pay or emoluments, deserved 
the thanks of the people whom they served 
certainly the gentlemen comprising the pres- 
ent board of Lincoln park commissioners de- 
serve al] that can be said of them for services 
well rendered and duties nobly performed. 

But some improvements in the park are 
still needed. Shelter pavilions should be 
erected for the people. The daily attendance 
at Lincoln park, and especially on Sundays, 
is greater than perhaps at any park in the 
country. Often as many as 75,000 people 
visit it in a single day, yet there is not a 
single place in it where the people may find 
shelter during the frequent rain storms that 
come upon us. 

The second suggestion I would make is in 
regard to the refectory department. It. ig 
only too well known that the prices charged 
for meals in the two eating houses at the 
heads of the south and north ponds are far 
beyond the reach of the people who frequent 
Lincoln park. The commissioners should 
farm out this concession in such a way that 
the party running the refectories could serve 
meals and seil eatables at popular and mod- 
erate prices.

first instance of any member of the em- 
peror’s household becoming a director of any 
commercial or industrial enterprise, it may 
be pointed out that in England Lord Knoliys, 
the private secretary of the king; Lord. 
Farquhar, the master of his household; Lord 
Edward Pelham Clinton, one of his gentie- 
men in waiting; Gen. Sir Arthur Ellis, the 
permanent head and controller of the lord 
chamberilain’s department, besides many 
other equally prominent court officials, hold 
directorships in joint stock companies and 
corporations, without anybody dreaming of 
asserting that they are representing invest- 
ments and interests of the king in the con- 
cern. 

At the same time there is no earthly reason 
why the kaiser should not be a large stock- 
holder in the German-American line if sat- 
ised that it wae a safe investment. it 
would constitute a manifestation of shrewd- 
ness and also of patriotism on his part to 
invest his private fortune in enterprises 
that are not only German, but likewise cal- 
culated to develop the national prosperity 
and maritime importance of Germany, His 
countrymen, instead of taking exception to 
this, should be grateful to him for not fol- 
lowing the example of so many other Bu- 
ropean sovereigns, who prefer to lodge their 


foreign enterprises rather than in those of 
their own country. If all old world rulers 
were as intelligently patriotic as Emperor 
William there would not be so many Eu- 
ropean crowned heads and royal personages 
among the stockholders of the great Amer- 
ican railroad companies and trusts. 

Nor is there any law in Germany or in any 
other country debarring the sovere from 
devoting bis private resources to home in- 
dustries and undertakings. Such invest- 
ments are far less likely to lead to complica- 
tions than investments abroad, and in this 
connection it may be remembered that it 
was the purchase by Empress Eugénie and 
by her particular friends of the Mexican 
bonds known as the Jaecker bonds which led 
France to embark in that so disastrous Mex- 
ican war which inaugurated the downfall 
of the third empire. 


Lord Dalmeny, eldest son of Lord Rosc- 
bery, who is studying French with a private 
tutor at Geneva, has apparently been spend- 
ing more of his time at Aix-les-Bains than 
at the former place, and has been attracting 
a good deal of attention at Aix by his play 
at the tables, being, like most rich*men, ex- 
traordinarily successful. Indeed, he is re- 
ported to have won large amounts at every 
sitting. He ts the principal heir to the vast 
fortune of his mother, wha it may be remem-~ 
bered, was Miss Hannah Rothschild. He 
served for a short timé in the Grenadier 
guards, but retired last spring, with the 
intention, it is said, of devoting himself t« 
politics. It is probable that before doing, 
so he will try his hand at diplomacy as an 
attaché of one or another of the principal 
embassies in Europe. 

As might have been expected, the law pro- 
hibiting public gambling in Belgium has 
turned out to be a perfect farce. Roulette 
and trente-et-quarante have been banished, 
it is true, from the Kursaal at Ostend, from 
the so calted “Club” at Spa, and from the 
equally famous “Cercle"’ at Namur; but 
bacearat has taken their place, and it is 
said that more money has changed hands 
this year at Ostend than ever before in the 
summer season. ‘ 

The fact of the matter is that the bulk of. 
the Belgian people were not at all in favor of 
the suppression of gambling, which brought 
so profitable a crowd of wealthy foreigners 
to Belgium's fashionable watering places. 
The’ anti-gambling bill was passed by the 
strict professing Catholics in the chamber 
on conscientious grounds, working in unison 
with the socialists, whose object it was to 
annoy the wealthy classes, and especially 
the king, whose large Interests at Ostend and 
at Spa would, it was believed, be seriously 
impaired if gambling were forbidden and 
foreigners thereby kept away. 

The only effect, however, of the law is 
that baccarat and analogous games have 
taken the place of trente-et-quarante and 
of roulette; there is more gambling in Bel- 
gium than ever; real estate, instead of de- 
creasing, is augmenting in value, both at 
Spa and at Ostend; and King Leopold, in 
consequence, looks happy, despite the trou- 
bles arising from the scandal in connection 
with his eldest daughter, Princess Louise. 

King Victor Emmanuel has just isswed an 
order through his minister of war strictly 
prohibiting the further recruiting of Italian 
officers for service under the flag of the 
Congo Free State. In view of the fact that 
at least 50 per cent of the white officials em- 
ployed by King Leopold in his African do- 
minions are of foreign (that is to say, non- 
Belgian) nationality, this action on the part 
of the Italian government is, to say the 
least, significant and of a nature to lend 
color to the many ugly stories that are cur- 
rent with regard to the condition of affairs 
in the Congo. 

Some time ago King Victor Emmanuel! dis- 
patched a royal commissioner, a Dr. Bac- 
chari, to the Congo Free State to report upon 
the prospects that country offered to Italian 
einigrants. Dr. Bacchari has now returned 
to Boma, the capital of the Free State, from 
the upper river, and has instituted proceed- 
ings in the Boma courts against one of the 
highest officials of the Congo government, 
whom he charges with attempting to poison 
him, the object of the alleged crime being 
to thus prevent the damaging indictment of 
the Congo government by Dr. Bacchari from 
becoming known. Relations between the 
Italian and the Belgian governments have 
become strained in consequence. 

Young Lord Gerard, who comes of age 
next month, is not only good looking. but 
also exceedingly rich, added to which his 
sister is married to young Baron de Forrest, 
one of the two adopted sons and heirs of 
the Jewish multi-millionaire, the late Baron 
Hirsch. Although the Gerard peerage is of 
modern origin, having been created by Queen 
Victoria some thirty years ago, yet the 
Gerard family is an ancient one, and the 
young lord can. trace back his lineage in an 
unbroken line to the reign of King Edward 
III., in whose armies Sir Peter Gerard played 
a leading role. Another Gerard achieved 
fame at Flodden field. and his grandson, im- 
plicated in a romantic plot to rescue Mary 
Queen of Scots, was cast into the Tower by 
Queen Elizabeth and was obliged to mort- 
gage his estates to the hilt before he could 
recover his liberty. | 

It was the son of this Gerard who, on 
purchasing for $5,000 a baronetcy, still in the 
possession of the family, on the first day of 
the institution of the order—that is to say, 
May 22, 161i4—immediately had the money 
returned to him by King JamesI. The lat- 
ter, with a gratitude rare in the Stuarts and 
with a generosity with which few have ever 
credited this canny monarch, declared that 
he never could accept any money from the 
son of a man who had risked his life and 
sacrificed the greater part of his fortune for 
his (the king’s) mother. 

Those Americans who are accustomed to 
spend their winters cruising about in the 
West Indies will be interested to learn that 
the English crown is seriously considering a 
project for the abolition of the various gov- 
ernorships of Barbadoes, Trinidad, the Ba- 
hamas, the Windward, the Leeward, and 
other islands tn the Caribbean sea and the 
consolidation of all these administrations 
under one governor general of the West 
Indies, who would from his headquarters at 
Jamaica rule the entire group, to which 
might possibly be added the mainiand colo- 
“nies of British Honduras and British Guiana. 
The money thus economized—and it wouid 
be a considerable sum—would be applied to 
the encouragement, by subsidy and other- 
wise, of steamer traffic between the islands 
themselvs and also with England and the 
United States. It cannot be denied that at 
the present moment the method of adminis- 
tering these West India islands is unneces- 
sarily costly, @ drain upon’ the imperial ex- 
chequer, and so great @ tax upon the re- 
sources of the islands themselves as to ham- 
per their prosperity.

MUCH ADO ABOUT NOTHING.

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The first -pregentafion by Miss Marlowe 
and Mr. Sothern of “* Much Ado About Noth- 
ing” proved more satisfactory than did the 
corresponding one of “ Romeo and Juliet.’ 
Not only Had the week of public work in the 


methods to the two stars and to their sup- 
porting players, but ft had also afforded 
more of time and opportunity for rehearsal 
and preparation than had been at disposal 
the week before. | 

That a Shakspearean comedy is easier of 
production than is one of the bard’s tragedies 
might also be considered by some as a reason 
for the improvement noted in last night's 
performance. It is a question, however, 
whether as a matter of fact a comedy is not 
more exacting in its demands than is a trag- 
edy. Just as the humor in a nation’s litera- 
ture is the last thing a foreigner comes to 
master and is the most dffficult for him to 
understand, so in the histrionic art there is 
no task more difficult for the player than to 
make the wit of refined comedy carry surely 
and accurately across the footligihts. -And 
when the wit is of such sparkling brilliancy 
and such exquisite fineness as is that Which 
crowds the lines of ‘“‘ Much Ado About Noth- 
_ing,”’ the task is doubly difficult. The serious, 
tragic Shakspeare will in a large measure 
“play itself’’; but the delicate, subtle wit 
and the delicious humor of his comedies must 
need be handted with true skill and real! in- 
telligence if their beauty and their geniality 
are not to be marred or lost. 

The most the performance needed last 
evening in order to be considered in gratify- 
ing measure satisfactory was a little more 
of lightness and swiftness in the han- 
dling of certain scenes and in the 
speaking of certain lines by some of 
the players. This heaviness and drag- 
ging of tempo did nét make themselves 
felt throughout the performance as a whole, 
however. It was noticed only occasionally, 
and there is every reason for believing that 
the latter part of the week will find the beau- 
tiful comedy moving with all the smooth- 
ness and the Infectious animation demanded 
for its satisfactory presentation. 

Miss Marlowe—surprising to say—was the 
tnember of the cast who seemed at first to 
find it most difficult to swihg herself into the 
quick, playful movement of the comedy. Her 
speeches in the opening scenes impressed as 
too studied, to overemphasized, and elab- 
orated for the merry chatter of Beatrice. 
Beatrice is the utterer of phrases of sur- 
passing wittiness, but she is a chatterer 
nevertheless. The wit and oftentimes the 
rich wisdom which fall from her lips in the 
form of laughing repartee are the words ofa 
woman who loves to talk. 
Both she and Benedick take pride in the 
cleverness and the neatness of their speech. 
The pride is largely unconscious, but still it 
is pride. Only hearing what they believe to 
be the truth spoken of their conceit cures 
them of it® But clever as they are, and proud 
as they may be of that cleverness, they 
should at no time impress as laboring at con- 
versation. They toss the sharp retort back 
and forth constantly, but it is In the pure 
joyousness derived from verbal banter that it 
is done, and they never need to hunt for the 
phrase wanted for thrust or parry. The 
witty word springs Instantly to their lips 
and their speeches must need, therefore, be 
spoken with lightness, crispness, and imme- 
diate responsiveness if they are to carry the 
semblance of naturalness and their full 
power is to be revealed. 
This ightness and crispness Miss Marlowe 
missed in the earlier scenes. The hearer’ re- 
ceived the impression that Beatrice was con- 
scious of her cleverness, and was “ playing 
smart ""—an impression which destroyed all 
admiration for the charming niece of Leo- 
nato. Latér the actress quickened the tempo 
of her utterance and entering more com- 
pletely into the spirit of the comedy cap- ‘ 
tivated and delighted her auditors. The 
scene with Don Pedro when she laughingly 
proposes to him and them declines the pro- 
posal was exquisitely done, and from this 
time on Miss Marlowe was excellent. She 
made Beatrice a creature of rare physical 
grace and beauty—a woman fitted and fi: 
fascinate any man of wit and taste, and not 
infrequently last evening the audience paid 


applause and laughter. In the church scene. 
when sweet Hero is so cruelly wronged, Miss 
Marlowe sounded truly and sincerely a note 
of womanly tenderness, and then in the suc

sulting little Holland. Yet less 
than two and a half centuries ago this now 
weak and diminutive country was the proud 
mistress of the seas, and was sweeping from 
the face of the waters the flags of the com- 
bined fleets of France and England, Hol- 
land owed her naval ascendency in the seven- 
teenth century to the courage and patriotism 
of her people. She owed it to a long line of 
audacious and capable seamen. Most of all, 
she owed it to the @aring, the patriotism, and 
the genius of Michael Adrianzoon de Ruyter, 
who, the son of a brewer's journeyman, 
raised himself to be the uncrowned king of 
the sea. 

Ruyter was born in the seaport town of 
Flushing, and one of the first sights that met 

his eyes was that of the forest of masts that 
covered the waters of the busy harbor. He 
was an unruly, turbulent lad, and his father 
sent him to sea as a cabin boy when he wae 
but 11 years old. When he was a common 
sailor of 15 his ship had an encounter with a 
Spanish privateer. Ruyter, the first to board 
the Spaniard, was taken prisoner, made his 
escape, and begged his way across Europe 
from Spain to Zealand. He was captain of 
his own vessel at 32. A Dunkirk pirate 
chased him once when he was carrying a 
valuable cargo from Ireland to Flushing. 
With ready wit, Ruyter smeared butter over 
the deck and rigging of his ship. The mo- 
ment the boarders from the pirate stepped 
on deck they staggered and fell like drunken 
men. Asto and filled with supersti- 
tious terror, the robbers precipitately fied, 
and Ruyter sailed peacefully homeward. 
At 45 years of age Ruyter was a prosper- 
ous, stout, phlegmatic burgher who expected 
to spend the rest of his life peaceably at his 
own fireside with his congenial pipe and his 
good spouse. But he was yet to fight fifty- 
five battles and to lose his life while strug- 
giing to uphold his country’s flag upon the 
seas. 


War broke out between England and The 
Netherlands In 1652. Ruyter was made a 
rear admiral, He was eseorting to Holland a 
fleet of sixty merchantmen, when,near Plym- 
outh, Bir George Ayscue attacked him with 
an English fleet of nearly twice the strength 
of his own. The English were glad to end 
the contest by retreating to Plymouth Sound. 
Ruyter and De Witt later made an unsuccess- 
ful attack upon Blake at the mouth ofthe 
Thames. Two months later they beat Blake 
of Dover. Being sent to protect Dutch 
trade in the Mediterranean, Ruyter swiftly 
swept the Algerine pirates from the sea. 
In 1658 Ruyter was sent to aid the Danes in 
their war with Sweden. He was now com- 
mander in chief of the Dutch navy. For his 
effective serviceg in this war the king of 
Sweden ennobled him. 

In 1664 trade jealousy and rivalry again 
brought England and the Netherlands to 
blows. Hurrying homeward from the Med- 
iterranean De Ruyter sailed from the Texel 
late in May, 1665, with 100 ships, conveying 
5,000 guns and 22,000 men. At the North 
Foreland he met an English fleet of eighty- 
one large men of war, commanded by Prince 
Rupert, Monk, and Ayseue. There ensued 
one of the most stubbornly contested-battles 
in the history of naval warfare. Four days 
| the combatants struggled with the greatest 
fury. Each side los®twenty ships. Dutch 
pertinacity at last prevailed, and the Eng- 
lish retired. Their victory had cost the 
Dutch heavily, but nineteen days later De 
Ruyter set sail for the Downs with eighty- 
eight ships of war. He again met the 
British, ninety ships strong. under Monk, 
near North Foreland. The Dutch fleet be- 
came separated, and Ruyter was left with 
but eight ships to withstand the fire from 
twenty-two Britishers. He valorously de- 
fended himself, but finally had to retreat with 
his battered ships to the shallow water of 
Zealand. 


The British were now masters of the north- 
ern seas. The dissolute court of Charles II. 
spent the winter of 1666-67 in festivities and 
revelry. The sober Dutch spent it in un- 
precedented exertions to equip another fleet. 
In June, 1667, De Ruyter boldly sailed up the 
Thames to within thirty miles of London, 
burned three unrigged men of war, the 
largest ships in the British navy, and made 
off with a vast quantity of arms and am- 
munition, English pride was humbled in the 
dust. The peace of Breda, signed July 31, 
insured the safety and liberty of Dutch com- 
merce.

M’CHESNEY HAS HAS INJURED HOOF. 


Secret of Wiemetens Det Defeats Believed to 
Have Been Discovered—Has 


Large Cavity. 


New York, Sept. 26.—[Special.}—The secret 
of McChesney’s numerous defeats this sea- 
son is believed to have been discovered at 
last. All along veterinary surgeons who 
have been treating ‘“‘ Big Mac” labored un- 
der the impression his weakness of limb was 
located in the ankle on the near foreleg, 
but it remained for the sharp eyed blacksmith 
who was adjusting McChesney's plates on 
Sunday to make the discovery that served to 
astonish not only E. BE. “Smathers and 
Trainer Frank Taylor but the “ vets” and 
stable “*‘ hangers on "as well. 

In cutting away part of the hoof the black- 
smith found a cavity which was packed with 
a solid chunk of sand and foreign matter that 
was as hard as a rock. There were indica- 
tions of soreness that were evidently of the 
most painful nature. When the cavity was 
scraped and cleaned McChesney put his foot 
down with evident relief. That this im- 
pediment must have made the horse suffer 
continually appears to be true, according 
to the statements of the “ vets” and the 
trainer, who declared if they had known of 
the bruise several months ago the son of 
MacDuff would probably have been sound 
as a dollar now. 

“I think you will see a great change in 
McChesney's running,’’ said Taylor today. 
“We shall allow him to have a good rest, 
but will let him fill some of his engagements 
at Morris park if he shows complete recovery. 
The cavity in his hoof must have been pain- 
ful, and I attribute all his defeats toit. It 
is certain McCHesney was not himself at all, 
though he has. been as sound physically as 
we could make him. We have been under 
the impression all along that he had a weak 
ankle, but such is not the case, it seems.”’ 

Owner Smathers had almost decided to re- 
tire McChesney permanently and send him 
to the stud, but in view of the circumstances 
“ Big Mac’’ will have one -more chance to 
redeem himself.
